POLICE FAILING 

ABUSE VICTIMS 

Chief constable admits more improvements are needed

ESSEX police have been 
told they need to do more to 
safeguard victims of domes¬ 
tic abuse by the HM 

FACT BOX 

The review by the HMIC 
comes after investigations 
by the Independent Police 
Complaints Commission 
over police conduct in a 
series of murders police 
could have helped pre¬ 
vent. 

In December 2008, 

Maria Stubbings was 
strangled and murdered 
by her ex-boyfriend Marc 
Chivers in Chelmsford. 

Two and a half years 
later on 06 June 2011, 

Christine Chambers and 
her two-year- old daugh¬ 
ter Shania were shot at 
point blank range by 
Shania’s father, David 
Oakes, in Braintree. 

Less than eight weeks 
later on 24 July 2011, 

Jeanette Goodwin was 
stabbed to death by her 
ex-partner Martin Bunch. 

All of these cases were 
subject to investigations 
by the Independent Police 
Complaints Commission 
(IPCC), whose reports 
were critical of a number 
of aspects of the force’s 
response to domestic 
abuse. 


Inspectorate of Constabulary 
(HMIC). 

In the review the HMIC 
say steps have been taken to 
improve domestic abuse 
cases since 2011 but more 
still needs to be done to pro¬ 
tect victims. 

The review stated the force 
should treat every case as a 
priority as currently inci¬ 
dents are graded which 
makes it difficult for control 
room staff to understand 
how fast incidents need 
responding to. 

The HMIC also said staff 
need to develop an under¬ 
standing of how to respond 
to domestic abuse and how 
that can enhance the confi¬ 
dence of victims and prevent 
homicides. 

The report goes on to say 
the force should have the 
right information and find 
out how frightened a caller 
feels and monitor cases 
when the abuser is released 
to ensure safety of the vic¬ 
tim. 

In a final blow to Essex 
police the HMIC suggest 
intensifying work with other 
agencies and the force. 


HM inspector of constabu¬ 
lary, Zoe Billingham, said it 
was absolutely vital the 
police get the handling of 
domestic abuse cases right 
for victims. 

She said: “Essex Police 
should be recognised for 
taking the positive step of 
asking for this issue to be 
reviewed, and the force has 
taken a number of impor¬ 
tant steps to address how 
domestic abuse cases are 
handled. 

“However, there is still 
more work to do to ensure 
that victims get the best pos¬ 
sible service from their 
force.” 

Chief constable Stephen 
Kavanagh agreed the force 
had taken steps to make 
improvements in the way it 
deals with domestic abuse 
cases, but admitted there 
was still improvements that 
needed to be made. 

Speaking about the review 
Chief Constable Kavanagh, 
said: “I recognise that it 
highlights several areas 
where we need to streamline 
our processes, improve com¬ 
munication, and provide a

better service to victims. 

“This includes improving 
information sharing between 
other agencies by tackling 
the issue with a genuine 
partnership response and 
commitment.” 


Killer was left to strike again 


MARIA Stubbings, 50, was strangled by her 
former boyfriend Marc Chivers weeks after 
he was released from prison for assaulting 
her. 

She was found at her home in Pitfield, 
Chelmsford, on December 19, 2008. 

Chivers had previously served a life sen¬ 


tence in Germany for the murder of a girl¬ 
friend and was only released in January, 
2008, but was not placed under any restric¬ 
tions. 

Chivers was arrested by Essex Police in 
July 2008 after he assaulted Ms Stubbings

Plans for new Tesco Extra store scrapped 


PLANS to build a four storey Tesco Extra 
that could have created more than 400 jobs 
in the borough have been scrapped. 

The store would have been built on the old 
B&Q site next to Southend Victoria train 
station. 

Rob Tinlin, Southend Council's chief exec¬ 
utive said he was disappointed with the 
supermarkets decision to withdraw from the 
development. 


Mr Tinlin said: “We have worked excep¬ 
tionally hard with Tesco over a number of 
years to help bring these plans forward for a 
development which would have been a huge 
boost to the town, and we regret that the 
company, in reviewing its strategy, decided 
not to proceed with this new Southend store. 

“We will now liaise with Tesco about ben¬ 
eficial uses for the site and buildings in this 
key location in the town centre.”The devel¬ 


opment of the store would have provided 
450 jobs in Southend and regenerated the 
site that has been derelict for more than five 
years. 

A spokesman from Tesco said they under¬ 
stood some local people would be disap¬ 
pointed about the decision. 

They said: “After careful consideration, 
we have decided not to progress proposals 
for a new Tesco in Southend.”

THOUSANDS of caterpillars have overtak¬ 
en Southend Cemetery. 

The bird cherry ermine caterpillars have 
created spooky looking webs over trees and 
headstones at the cemetery in Sutton Road. 

The invasion of caterpillars will eventually 
turn into moths. 

There are no plans to get rid of the cater¬ 
pillars as the only way to eradicate them 
would be to cut the trees down or use insec¬ 
ticide. 

It is expected the larvae will be gone with¬ 
in the next month. 

Southend Council’s curator of natural his¬ 
tory, Roger Payne said the bird cherry 
ermine caterpillars are a natural phenome¬ 
non, and they are present in Southend 
Cemetery, because of the bird cherry trees 
planted there. 

Mr Payne said: “These trees, which are 
very attractive, are less commonly found in 
the south east, so the presence of the cater¬ 
pillars and moths is more unusual here than, 
for instance, in Scotland. 

“They do no harm to the trees. By July, the 
caterpillars will have pupated and turned into 
moths, and the trees will be in full leaf again. 

“We estimate that around 50 trees may be 
affected”

affecting their individual memorials or 
memorial benches contact the cemetery 
office on 01702 603907 and the council will 
remove the webbing.

and was subse¬ 
quently jailed. 
Essex Police pro¬ 
vided protection to 
Ms S tubbings’ 
home while 

Chivers was in jail. 
But by the time he 
was released from 
prison, a few 
weeks later in 
October 2008, 
they decided not to 
continue. 

Last month, the 
Independent 
Police Complaints 
Commission 
(IPCC) criticised 
Essex Police for 
failing to under¬ 
take a rigorous risk 
assessment and 
failing to put safe¬ 
ty measures in 
place on his 
release from 
prison, before the 
murder. 

It also found that 
there was case for 
misconduct 
against three 
police officers, 
and that the fail¬ 
ings of Essex 
Police went far 
wider than the 
inaction of indi¬ 
vidual officers. 


Hospice inquiry postponed 


THE PUBLIC inquiry into build¬ 
ing a new Fair Havens Hospice 
has been deferred for four 
months. 

Both Havens and Southend 
Council requested that the 
inquiry be deferred. 

It follows a change in circum¬ 
stances on a previously consid¬ 
ered site, the former Ecko land, in 
Prittlewell, by Havens Hospice. 

It was previously identified by 
Havens Hospices as a suitable 
place to build a hospice, but 
despite the charity registering its 
interest in March 2012, the own¬ 
ers Aviva chose to negotiate with 
others, making it unavailable to 
the hospice and preventing them 
from taking any further action. 

Within the last three weeks, a 
preferred bidder for the site has 
approached Havens Hospices. 

Whilst they have yet to com¬ 
plete the sale, early discussions 
with them and clarification from 
Southend Council’s planning 
officers on the possible future use 
of the site provide a glimmer of 
hope that it could provide an 
alternative site for the new hos¬ 
pice. 

The site is currently earmarked 
for employment generation, not 
healthcare buildings, and any 
changes to this would require 
approval from Southend council’s 
development control committee. 

The public inquiry was due to 
start on Tuesday, June 18, against 
the Council’s decision to refuse 
planning permission for the new 


hospice to built on Green Belt 
land off Belton Way, Leigh-on- 
Sea. 

Chief Executive of Havens 
Hospices Andy Smith said 
throughout the process Havens 
had only ever been interested in 
finding a suitable site for a new 
and modern Fair Havens Hospice. 

Mr Smith said: “We have con¬ 
tinued to hunt for alternative 
sites, and the conversations we 
have had in the last three weeks 
give a glimmer of chance that 
part of the Ekco site might 
become available to us. 

“We have always regarded this 
site as having the potential to 
allow us to build the new hospice 
the community needs, without 
compromising on the quality of 
care our patients receive. 

“This is what our supporters 
would expect from us, making 
sure we choose the right site to 
deliver the best care we can to as 
many patients and families as 
possible. It is important to 
emphasise that until these recent 
developments, the site was 
unavailable to us so we couldn’t 
pursue the option any further. 

“However, the current situation 
is a fragile one. The sale of the 
land has not yet been completed, 
no formal agreement exists 
between the hospice and the like¬ 
ly developers, the use of the site 
has not been agreed and, of 
course, planning permission for a 
new hospice could not be given at 
this early stage.”

A GROUP in Southend has 
vowed to teach young Muslims 
to stop them from holding radi¬ 
calised views. 

Southend Ethnic Minority 
Forum is focused on creating 
and promoting community har¬ 
mony and wants to eliminate 
any kind of discrimination in 
the borough. 

The move comes just weeks 
after the death of soldier Lee 
Rigby, at Woolwich, in broad 
daylight. 

Chair of the Southend Ethnic 
Minority Forum, Ahmad 
Khwaja, said the Lee Rigby 
incident was one that the major¬ 
ity of Muslims disagreed with. 

He said: “The silent majority 
of Muslims need to start speak¬ 
ing out about the atrocities of 
other people harming the good 
name of Islam. 

“Islam is a peaceful religion 
and teaches that it is wrong to 
harm others.” 

Mr Khwaja also said the 
Forum had already been doing 
outreach work in schools to 
teach children about Islam and 
how it is a peaceful religion. 

The 72-year-old from 
Shoeburynes, added: “I want to 
make sure there is no discrimi¬ 
nation within our community 
and teaching children about reli¬ 
gion shows them how to respect 
others. 

“That is one of the major 
teachings of Islam to show 
respect to others. 


“We need to find people that 
are well versed in Islam so they 
can take part in the out reach 
that we have planned in the 
community. 

“Our mission statement is to 
work to eliminate racial and 
religious discrimination, to 
champion the needs and inter¬ 
ests of the ethnic minority com¬ 


munity, and to promote equal 
opportunity and harmony in the 
whole community.

We need 

better 

prevention 

IN 2004, member states of the 
World Health Organisation 
(WHO) European region 
signed the Dublin Declaration 
on Partnership to Fight 
HIV/AIDS in Europe and 
Central Asia. The declaration 
calls for “universal access to 
effective, affordable and equi¬ 
table prevention, treatment and 
care”. In 2010, the European 
Centre for Disease Prevention 
and Control (ECDC) released 
its first report on monitoring 
the declaration [1] and, in May 
of this year, released the first 
of 10 reports describing how 
countries have responded to 
the Dublin commitment. 

There is Public Health 
England representation on the 
advisory group to ECDC for 
monitoring the implementation 
of the declaration. 

One of the first of the 10 
reports to be published is enti¬ 
tled “HIV treatment, care and 
support” and reviews antiretro¬ 
viral therapy (ART) coverage 
and late HIV diagnosis. Of 
these two indicators, late HIV 
diagnoses is of particular rele¬ 
vance and its reduction is one 
of the key recommendations of 
the 2012 report “HIV in the 
United Kingdom”. As late 
HIV diagnosis is defined by 
both the UK and ECDC as 
being diagnosed beyond the 
point at which the clinical 
therapy should be commenced 


, it is an indicator not only of 
successful testing strategies 
but also of ensuring those in 
need of HIV treatment are in a 
position to receive treatment. 

In the UK, nine in 10 people 
in need of treatment are in 
receipt of such therapy and 
HIV treatment services are 
reported as being at a lower 
scale. However, almost half of 
individuals newly diagnosed 
with HIV are still diagnosed 
late and at the higher scale. 

The Southend point in all of 
this is simple, we lost the 
Terrence Higgins Trust base 
and since then I have been 
lobbying (At an open door) 
the Director of Public Health 
for better prevention services. 
The opportunity for this has 
recently become clear with the 
detail being created for a for¬ 
mal procurement around sexu¬ 
al health, which will ensure 
provision is made for the obvi¬ 
ous but also the rise in bisexu¬ 
al male numbers and to focus 
upon prevention. The People 
Scrutiny will receive an update 
as to sexual health in the very 
near future. 

It is of concern that in the 
UK, as across the World 
Health Organisation European 
region as a whole, rates of late 
diagnosis remain high.

B OOKING the babysitter and grabbing the 
other half or a group of friends for a 
grown up night out is the easy bit - decid¬ 
ing on which offering to enjoy at Towngate 
Theatre next month will be the hard part.

Walking dead epic 
not quite the Pitts 



World War Z (15, 116 
mins) 

ome of Hollywood's 
most glittering tri¬ 
umphs have been 
snatched from the slavering 
jaws of defeat. Gone With 
The Wind was shot by three 
different directors and suf¬ 
fered numerous delays, yet 
the sweeping 1939 
romance reigned supreme 
at the Oscars with eight 
statuettes including Best 
Picture and Best Director. 

Joseph L Manciewicz's 
1963 epic Cleopatra was 
beset with similar problems, 
almost bankrupting studio 
Twentieth Century Fox when 
the budget ballooned from 
two million to 44 million dol¬ 
lars. 

Lead stars Elizabeth Taylor 
and Richard Burton began a 
very public affair, which 
incurred the moral indigna¬ 
tion of audiences, yet the 
dazzling historical drama still 
garnered four Oscars. 

Now comes Brad Pitt's 
post-apocalyptic zombie 
action horror, which has 
been plagued by rumours of 
on-set traumas and was 
delayed by six months to 
allow filmmakers to com¬ 
pletely rewrite and reshoot 
the final showdown. 

If poisonous word of 


mouth could slay a picture 
before it has even screened, 
World War Z would be as 
lifeless as the hordes of 
computer-generated 
undead that cram every 
frame of Marc Forster's ill- 
fated film. From this mire 
though, Forster and three 
screenwriters have bolted 
together a compelling sur¬ 
vival thriller that is not the 
catastrophe the gossip- 
mongers predicted - but 
also not as slick and sus¬ 
penseful as cast and crew 
would have wished. 

Gerry Lane (Pitt) is a 
retired United Nations inves¬ 
tigator, who devotes his 
time to his wife Karin 
(Mireille Enos) and daugh¬ 
ters Constance (Sterling 
Jerins) and Rachel (Abigail 
Hargrove). During a drive 
through Philadelphia, the 
Lanes witness the spread of 
a disease which transforms 
men, women and children 
into merciless predators 
with a single bite. 

Gerry's old boss at the 
UN, Thierry Umutoni (Fana 
Mokoena), guarantees 
Karin, Constance and 
Rachel passage on an air¬ 
craft carrier if Gerry will 
agree to travel behind 
enemy lines to discover the 
source of the outbreak. 


The search moves from a 
military base in South Korea 
to Jerusalem and finally to a 
World Health Organisation 
compound in Wales where 
Gerry and an Israeli soldier 
(Daniella Kertesz) join four 
doctors (Peter Capaldi, 
Pierfrancesco Favino, Ruth 
Negga, Moritz Bleibtreu) in 
the frantic race against time 
for a cure. 

World War Z boasts a 
cracking opening 60 min¬ 
utes, directed at breakneck 
speed by Forster, who cap¬ 
tures the pandemonium as 
the infected swarm like 
rabid animals. 

The dramatic momentum 
slows noticeably in the 
rewritten final act that feels 
out of kilter with the rest of 
the film but does at least 
permit close-ups of the 
infected. 

Pitt maintains beatific calm 
in the eye of a pyrotechnic¬ 
laden storm, which sacri¬ 
fices scenes with Karin and 
the girls in favour of thrills 
and spills - though not 
blood spills. There is a con¬ 
spicuous lack of gore to 
ensure the film achieves a 
15 certificate. 

Heaven forbid the leading 
man should risk being torn 
limb from gym-toned limb 
by the zombies.

T HE UK's largest free folk fes¬ 
tival will come to Essex next 
week, providing the perfect 
alternative to Glastonbury. 

Leigh Folk Festival offers a huge 
programme of events taking place 
all over the small town of Leigh, 
which is perfectly located over¬ 
looking the Thames Estuary. 

Now in its 22nd year, Leigh Folk 


Festival sees 10,000 visitors 
descend on the town over a four 
day duration. 

Paul Collier, artistic director, who 
played the first ever festival and 
has been in charge of organising 
the event for the past 10 years 
said the festival is a perfect alter¬ 
native to Glastonbury. 

He said: “This year it is bigger 
than before and I know people are 
coming to visit it from all over the 
country. 

“We've also got some nationally 
acclaimed artists this year. 

The festival not only offers folk 
music but comedy, poetry, dancing 
puppetry, outdoor stages and chil¬ 
dren's activities.” 

It will also feature this year a 
series of special concerts within its 
line up of more than 150 acts. 

The celebrated Copper Family of 
Rottingdean performs at a special 
concert on Saturday, June 29, at 
St. Clements Church. 

As a centuries old dynasty of 
English traditional singing, they are 
completely unique, and are joined 
on the night by the legendary 
Shirley Collins who will be doing a 
fascinating audio-visual presenta¬ 
tion on the folk song collecting 
exploits of Bob Copper in his 
native Sussex. 


There will also be a special con¬ 
cert being held on Friday, June 28, 
in the New Road Methodist 
Church. 

Michael Chapman will be joined 
by Jason Steel and local musician 
Matt Boulter for the concert. 

Michael hit the folk scene back in 
the 60's and will bring his atmos¬ 
pheric and autobiographical work 
to the night. 

Jason Steel who has released two 
albums will be channelling his 
Appalachian and ragtime picking to 
showcase a collection of his songs. 

Matt Boulter, who lives in 
Southend and plays with his band 
Southend Americana band, The 
Lucky Strikes, will be giving a solo 
performance. 

Matt has carved a successful 
career alongside his band support¬ 
ing artists such as Martha 
Wainwright and Conor Oberst. 

There will also be performances 
of 'Galoshins' a story that dates 
back to the 17th Century and is 
usually shown around the time of 
Halloween. 

It will be performed by master 
puppeteer Shane Connolly and 
acclaimed singer Alasdair Roberts. 

As well as design and creation of 
the figures, Shane and Alasdair 
have collaborated on both the 



puppetry and the accompanying 
songs. 

Two performances will be held 
over the weekend in the 
Clarendoon Scout HQ, on the 
Saturday and Sunday. 

Mr Collier said it was a real privi¬ 
lege to be able to stage the unique 
production at this summer’s Leigh 
Folk Festival. 

He said: “Galoshins is a close

In a bid to tempt visitors to stay 
longer, instead of going elsewhere 
for a beer and food, Mr Beaumont 
decided to build a pub next door. 

This was the beginning of The 
Monico, a 25-bedroom luxury 
hotel with saloon bar, that took 
just 10 months to build with 
200,000 bricks and 230 tonnes of 
steelwork. 

The hotel, which also had a sun 
balcony on the first floor as well 
as a roof garden containing 
amongst other things a badminton 
court, received a grand opening in 


1938. 

Mr Beaumont held a farewell 
party for 80 guests in 1946, when 
he sold The Monico to the 
Charrington brewery The hotel 
was converted into a pub and it 
was eventually bought by the Gray 
family in 1996

art deco building really is one of 
Essex's architectural masterpieces 
and Canvey Island should be very 
proud to have it.

Q. I put my home on the market 
recently, and have had several viewings. 

One couple showed some initial 
interest, but they don’t seem in any 
hurry to take things further. 

A. There has long been a belief among some 
people that when it comes to striking any kind of a deal, displaying too much 
enthusiasm is a bad negotiating tactic. This is a belief by no means limited to the 
property market - as you will know only too well if you’ve ever advertised a car for 
sale and had to endure a succession of people walking round it shaking their heads, 
kicking the tyres and bemoaning the fact that it’s pale blue instead of just about any 
other colour! 

Nevertheless, given the way the property market in particular has been over the last 
four or five years, buyers “playing it cool” have certainly become increasingly 
commonplace. This is partly due to the fact that during this period, they have been 
somewhat spoiled for choice - and the good news here is that this is now beginning to 
change, with reports from across the industry suggesting that demand is starting to 
outstrip supply once again. 

At the same time, however, there are those buyers who deliberately choose to play it 
cool, even when they have actually found a property that they really like! 

It’s hard not to regard this sort of behaviour as more than a little cynical, since as often 
than not it is predicated on the assumption that if they hang on long enough, the poor 
vendor will cave in and accept a lower offer. 

Needless to say, if a buyer ever asks for my advice on this issue, I always say the 
same thing: when you find a place you really like, don’t mess around. Be decisive, 
make your best offer right at the outset - and make sure that all the parties involved 
know that you are genuine. If you act unconcerned, you can hardly complain if neither 
the vendor nor their agent takes you seriously. Other offers, sometimes even lower 
ones, are quite likely to be preferred to your own, if the people concerned simply act 
positively. 

Obviously, I don’t know the precise details of your circumstances - or that of the 
couple you mention, come to that - so I probably shouldn’t comment. Suffice it to say, 
however, that if they aren’t showing any real commitment, then I would definitely look 
elsewhere.

I am writing on behalf of a friend, he’s currently not working, and has had to look after his 
mentally ill father for many years. His Mother would have been unable to work had her 
husband not had support from her son, but now she is retiring from work and has said 
she’s taking over the caring duties. Now, her son has money and has said he’d pay 6-12 
months upfront to guarantee that he can meet the rent payments. However, most of the 
agencies have been really awkward and condescending towards him because he does not 
work. One of whom said (and I quote) ‘if you don’t work you can’t get a place anywhere, 
end of.’I would have thought that most agencies and landlords would have been happy 
that there was a person willing to pay upfront? 


Think Property Answer 


Unfortunately there is not a lot that can be done about this. There is antidiscrimination laws 
regarding discrimination on the grounds of race, sex and disability, but not about 
discrimination against non working tenants. A landlord (or his agent) has the right to refuse 
to rent to someone who is not in employment. However most good local letting agencies 
such as Think Property will accept tenants who are unemployed for certain properties 
providing they have a working guarantor.

The first three rounds of the sea¬ 
son were particularly hard for 22 
year old Daniel, whose fortunes 
have completely turned around as 
he has won the championship for 
the previous two years. 

He failed to finish the first five 
races of the year due to mechanical 
failures and was ready to give up at 
the last round at Brands Hatch last 
weekend. 

He said: “As much as I love rac¬ 
ing, you have to ask yourself if it is 


worth ploughing all the time and 
money into it if you aren't getting 
the results. 

“It is hugely frustrating, especial¬ 
ly after winning the championship 
twice. We have quick cars, but we 
just need to make them reliable.” 

Daniel was so downbeat after his 
fifth successive retirement of the 
season in the first race at Brands 
Hatch, he told himself he would 
hang up his helmet if he retired in 
the second race. 

Luckily the former champion had a 
change of fortune and finished fourth 
to score his first finish of the year. 

At the event at Lydden Hill at the 


weekend, Daniel finished both 
races, fourth in the first race and 
fifth in the second race, bringing a 
smile back to his face. 

He said: “It's certainly better than 
the previous rounds, but we have to 
make sure that we make the cars as 
reliable as possible throughout the 
rest of the season. 

“The championship isn't looking 
likely this year unfortunately, but 
we will do our best to finish as high 
up as we can.” 

Daniel, along with his father 
Richard and brother Lewis will see 
if their luck continues at Snetterton 
in Norfolk on July 20/21.
